Captain Frank M. Hawks drove his air- 
I plane in a round trip across the continent in 44 
I hours and one minute, and this included stop- 
( ping in Los Angeles for meals and bath and 3 
J hours’ work on the carburetor of his engine.

This rapid speed is nothing short of amaz- 
[ ing. 
Imagine making a round trip from New 
York City to Los Angeles, refreshing yourself 
at Los Angeles and returning to New York 
in less than two days’ time. 
1 
This is a long cry from the days of the over­ 
land stage coach and the speed that was made 
bv the first mail route out of San Francisco 
to St. Louis. 
In 1857. after a year’s prepara- 
j lion, the Pacific Mail Line Company started 
at either end of the journey from St. Louis 
and from San Francisco to carry the mail in 
the shortest possible space of time. 
They changed horses every ten miles. 
They 
came into St. Louis after more than three weeks 
on the swift (?) journey and were met with 
throngs, floating flags and booming cannon. 
There undoubtedly could be found men in St. 
Louis todav who could remember that event­ 
ful afternoon when President Butterwort!) of 
that company arrived, and he received a tele­ 
gram from President Buchanan congratulating 
him upon the wonderful trip that was made, 
and this took over three weeks to only half 
cross the continent. 
And Captain Hawks crossed it in less than 
i-48th of the time spent by this mail coach. 
He crossed it in less than the same number 
of hours that the mail coach in 1857 took in 
days t© make half the distance. In other words, 
he went better than 48 times as fast. 
The world is speeding up. We live, in some 
respects, more experience in 24 hours today 
than our forefathers lived in 
10 years. 
It 
would indeed be fortunate if in living so rap­ 
idly we could gain experience in proportion to 
the rapidity of movement.

would have happened had President Wilson ac­ 
ceded to the allied request for 30,000 American 
boys to dash upon Moscow in 1919, perhaps 
like Napoleon’s troops to have perished within 
sight of the Kremlin? 
We fear that Winston Churchill has such 
an obsession about Bolshevism and was so dis­ 
appointed by the more moderate peace terms 
that in the very nature of things he was not 
in a state of mind to appraise the work of 
Woodrow Wilson justly.

F a tarantula bit you would you die 
instantly? 
W ill the feet of a centipede 
leave a row of poisoned blisters where 
it runs across human skin? 
Does 
the 
scorpion 
pack 
certain 
death in the sting that it carries on the 
end of its curled tail? 
Almost everyone would answer all 
of these questions with a shuddering 
"Y es.” 
But in Missouri and points 
south they have to be shown— and 
Professor W . J. Baerg. entomologist. 
comes from south of Missouri. 
He 
teaches at the University of Arkansas 
and examines insects for the state ex­ 
periment station, and when he isn’t 
busy at those jobs he goes about the 
American tropics and subtropics, coax­ 
ing all manner of fanged and sting- 
toting “ varmints” to bite him. 
H e has survived all their bites and 
stings; and in the following article he 
tells of the things he has learned from 
this highly personal experimentation. 


Entomologist Baerg

. Its 800 cousins also seem to be harmless creatures. 
(f 


common belief that cen­ 
tipedes can inject poi­ 
son by means of the claws on their feet is. of course, er­ 
roneous. 
Even the largest species, attaining a length of 12 
inches or more, are unable to puncture the human skin with 
their claws. 
There are, furthermore, no poison glands in 
the legs or feet. 
Scorpions are likewise well known in the temperate and 
tropical regions. 
In the United States they may be found 
as far north as South Dakota, but they are common only 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. 
About 300 different 
kinds are known. 
I have studied scorpions in the same localities in which I 
observed centipedes, and have found all but one relatively 
harmless. 
The effect of the poison is mostly local and sim­ 
ilar to that of a wasp or hornet. 
Hie pain is fairly intense 
and a small whitish disc apjwars around the puncture. 
In 
I 5 minutes or a half hour these effects disappear. 
A 


S is true in the case of flee stings, some people are mor« 
susceptible to the effects of the poison than are others. 
A fairly large scorpion occurring in the Canal Zone 
will produce in some persons a general effect, a numb feeling 
in the legs and arms and a lameness in the tongue, persisting 
for 24 hours. 
A s a rule the effect of this scorpion's sting 
is less serious. 
Another scorpion in the Canal Zone, rather blackish in 
color, has such large pincers that it appears ill-proportioned. 
However, these piecers are equipped with strong muscles 
and the scorpion generally uses the.r in self-defense, rather 
than the sting. 
The latter, sutfei . 
from disuse, has dwin­ 
dled in size aud strength to the extent that it cannot punc­ 
ture the human skin. 
lire one dangerously poisonous scorpion is the so-called 
Durango scorpion. 
It is relatively small, as scorpions go, 
about two inches in length, and occurs more or less com­ 
monly in Durango and various other states of Mexico. 
A p­ 
parently it is most numerous in tile city of Durango. 
The cracks and crevices in the adobe walls and numerous 
hiding places in various ruins furnish such agreeable shelter 
to scorpions that they are much more common in towns than 
they are in the surrounding country. 
In former times, when the doctors had not learned 
how to treat scorpion victims, the Durango scorpion 
— 
took an annual toll of from 30 to 50 children in a 
city of about 40,000 population. 
I he effect, briefly 
stated, is a paralysis of the respiratory system so that 
the victim chokes to death, usually within one or two 
hours’ tune. 
Adults, although they may suffer severely from 
the effects of the poison, rarely succumb to it. 


The Black W idow is 
about one-half inch long, 
shiny black in color, with 
a dark red hour-glass fig­ 
ure on the under side. 
It

stones or logs and in va­ 
rious buildings. 
In a very 
dry summer it is often in­ 
duced to move into base­ 
ments of bouses. 
The poison of the Black 
W’idow has a surprisingly 
mild effect on white rat*. 
In scores of tests made on 
such rats. I have never suc­ 
ceeded in killing a single 
rat. 
Following the bite. 
a rat will appear ill for 
not longer than an hour or 
two, and even during this 
time it does not register 
any great discomfort.

R E C E N T newspaper story illustrates how solid 
a hold the tarantula terror has on the general 
public. 
A young man driving in an automobile 
along a country road suddenly saw a large taran­ 
tula on the floor near his feet. 
W ithout any 
hesitation, not even troubling to stop the car, he jumped out. 
T he car ran down an embankment and was wrecked. 
The 
man escaped without in)ury; but he had wasted a good car 
because of his needless fright. 
For contrary to the popular 
notion that they are ferocious and deadly, tarantulas are 
really very shy and harmless creatures. 
I have tried to study the effect of the bite of tarantulas 
occurring in Arkansas, Texas, New Mexico. California. 
Durango (M exico), Honduras, and the Canal Zone. 
The 
poison of all these, excepting one, has little or no effect on 
man. 
The fangs of a full grown tarantula are somewhat formid­ 
able in size and there is sufficient strength back of them 
to inflict a wound that is quite painful. 
Within a period of 
IO years I have been bitten many times, once or twice by 
accident; in no case did the effects last longer than from 
15 to 20 minutes. 
On other people the poison may have 
more or less serious effects. 
I have not tried the bite on 
students or assistants. 
T he young lady who does my stenographic work was 
bitten accidentally by one of the local tarantulas, and the 
effect was no more than I have observed on myself. 
T 


H E exception already mentioned is a large, husky, 
blackish species that is very common in the Canal Zone. 
I found the members of this species especially numerous 
in Ancon, where the: live in holes in the terraces along the 
streets. 
After dark they come out to sit in front of the holes, 
presumably waiting for prey. 
A bright light suddenly held 
close to them so dazzles them that they forget to retreat. 
In tliis manner I easily secured all the tarantulas needed for 
experiments. 
A s is true elsewhere, tile tarantulas are here regarded as 
extremely deadly. 
I"he natives will scour the woods for all 
manner of bird and beast to satisfy the tourist trade, even 
furnish a boa for the drunken sailor; but when I wanted 
tarantulas and offered a good bonus. I got exactly nothing. 
One youngster assured me “ I wouldn t touch one of them 
for $ 5 0 .” 
On rats this black tarantula caused fairly severe symp­ 
toms; however, the rat recovered in about four hours. 
A 
guinea pig died about 30 minutes after it was bitten. 
I let 
one of them bite im on the little finger. 
The bite caused 
considerable swelling and fairly severe pain. 
However, 
these effects were local, extending no farther than over the 
hand 
A fter observing the effect* for two hours, I ended 
the experiment by placing the hand in hot water for 30 
minutes.

S O M E W H A T surprising feature about the effect of 
the poison on adults is that bad characters appar­ 
ently do not suffer from them. 
In fact, it is alleged 
that a scorpion stinging such characters dies itself as a re­ 
sult. 
One of the generals in Durango assured me that he 
had demonstrated this fact on himself. 
I urged him to come 
to my laboratory to repeat the test, but for some reason he 
did not put in his appearance. 
During most of the year scorpions are quite solitary. 
As 
a rule one finds but one, or possibly two. under one stone. 
Late in the fail they become social, and as many as 30 or 
more may be found under a stone. 
At flus time they mate, and previous to mating they in­ 
dulge in their mating dances. 
A male and a female will 
seize each other by the pincers (that is to say, hold bands) 
and then walk forwards and backwards in a very regular 
manner. 
The young are born alive, sometime during July and 
August. 
The family consists of from 30 to 40 young. 
These on being born free themselves from the thin white en­ 
velope that encloses them, and then proceed to climb onto 
the mother's back. 
She, although normally inclined to Mize 
and devour any small creature, even of her own kind, that 
comes in her reach, appears to have some real affection for 
her offspring, assisting them in various ways until they have 
reached a secure foothold. 
In the event that any little ones fail to get out of the mem­ 
branous envelope within a reasonable length of time, the 
mother calmly devours them. 
Hie babies remain on the n a- 
ternal back for IO days or two weeks, after which tley 
must themselves seek food and shelter.

The popular belief that scorpions when surrounded by fire 
will commit suicide is, of course, founded on error. 
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H E tarantula that occurs in Arkansas and other south­ 
ern and southwestern states is fairly common on the 
hills of northwest Arkansas. 
It may be found rn holes 
in the ground which it either appropriates, or digs for itself. 
It also lives under slimes. 
In the fall. September or October, die local tarantulas 
mate. 
Since the species is decidedly cannibalistic, love­ 
making is a dangerous adventure for the male, who is not 
only the smaller, but also the less deadly of the 'exes. 
But 
even if he escapes, as he perhaps usually does, he has only 
his days of decline to look forward to. 
In four or six weeks 
be dies, apparently as a result of complete exhaustion of en­ 
ergy, at an age of about l l or 12 years. 
NI alure has treated the females more kindly. 
Maturing 
at the age of l l or 12 years, they continue to live and 
thrive, producing annually a cocoon containing 5 00 to 1000 
eggs. 
How long they live no one knows. 
One of the fe­ 
males in the laboratory was taken IO years ago and is still 
in the very best of health and vigor. 
Since tarantulas, bice 
birds, do not show their age, the age of this one can only ba
